AMERICAN ENVIRONMENTAL EXPERTS. EMBASSY WILL REPORT FUTURE 
FRENCH SUGGESTIONS FOR TOPICS IN FIELDS OF AIR AND WATER 
POLLUTION AS WELL AS HUMAN SCIENCES FIELD AS THESE ARE 
RECEIVED. EMBASSY ANALYSIS CONTAINED SEPTEL. BELOW DATA ARE 
PROVIDED TO ASSIST WASHINGTON PLANNERS IN PREPARATIONS FOR 
MEETING, LOOKING FORWARD TO EXPERT PHASE OF COOPERATION.
